In many parts ot the state the 
quarantine has been lifted, and in 
other places lightened, and authort- 
ties are confident that unless new 
cases are found in this county, that 
the ban here will soom be modified. 

Contra Costa county has borne the 
crux of the fight since the disease 
was first discovered, the first out- 
break being in the San Pablo dis- 
trict. 

As a result of further requests for 
information relative to the hoof and 
mouth disease, Acting Surgeon Gen- 
eral White of the public health ser- 
vice has issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The distase,” Dr. White states. 
‘is an acute, highly contagious 
malady affecting chiefly cloven- 
hoofed animals, such ag cattle and 
sheep, Animals suffering from toot 
and mouth disease have fever, fol- 
lowed by an -eruption consisting of 
vesicles (small blister like sores) 
occurring chiefly on the mucous 
membrane ot thé mouth and on the 
skin at the cleft of the hoof and 
lesa frequently. on the udders and 
other portiong of the skin. There 
is usually prolonged ill health and 
much wasting of the tissues. 

“The germ which causes this dis- 
ease has not been identified, but it 
ig known that it occurs particularly 
in the exudate: fro mthe vesicles, in 
the saliva, and in the milk of in- 
fected animals, though it is not limit- 
ed to these materials, It is readily 
destroyed by heat, such as the boil- 
ing or pasteurization ‘of milk.

Chiléren who enter school next fal} 
will be given an opportunity to learn 
if they are in good physical condi- 
tion. Physical examiiatons of chil- 
dren of pre-school age will be made 
free of cost from May 19 to 26. This 
Work will be carried on in 
nearly every county of the State. 
The examinations will be made 
under the direction of the Richmond 
Health doctors’ staff be present 
by appointment each day. The core 
rection of any physical defects that 
may be discovered will be left, to the 
discretion of the parents. For those 
who are unable to secure the neces 
sary medical or dental service for 
the correction of defects, provision 
will be made. 7 

The state department of physical 
eddcation and the bureau of child hy 
giene of the state board of health 
are sponsoring this work of making 
children physically fit for the first 
gerade. The work is State-wide and 
embraces a formidable campaign for 
putting California children in good 
physical condition for school, 

Those defects in children that. are 
most commonly encountered Are: 
Defective teeth, enlargtd tonsils, ade- 
noids, undernoprishment, faulty pos- 
ture, defective eyes or ears, etc. A 
child who enters school with a physi-
